e If almost immediately subjected to a royal eharter emanaiing 
irom absolute power, to an ordinance of reform always revo- 
cable in its nature, and which, not having the expressed assent 
of the people, could never be considered as obligatory on the 
nation. —Resuming now the exercise of her rights, rallying around 
the hero whom her confidence avew Invests with the government 
of the State, France is astonished and afflicted at seeing some 
Sovereigns in arms, to call her to account for an internal change 
which ts the result of the national will, and which attacks 
neither the relations existing with other governments, nor their 
security. France cannot admit the distinctions with the aid of 
whieh the coalesced powers endeavour to cloak their aggression, 
To attack the Monarch Of its choice, is to attack the independence of 
the nation. It is armed as one man to defend that independeuce, 
and to repel, without exception, every family and every Prince 
whom men shall dare to wish to impose upon it. No ambitious 
project enters the thoughts of the French people; the will even of 
a victorious Prince would be insufficient to draw en the nation beyond 
the limits of its own defence; but to guard its territory, to main- 
tain its liberty, its honour, its dignity, it is ready for any sacrifice. 
Why are we not still permitted to hope, Sire, that these warlike 
preparations, formed perhaps by the irritation of pride, and by 
ilusions which every day must weaken, may still disperse before 
the want ofa peece necessary to all the nations of kurope, and 


heir ef a throne? But blood has already flowed, the ‘signal of 
combats, prepared against the independence-and liberty of France, 
has been given in the name of a people who carry to the highest 
pitch the enthusiasm of liberty and independence. Doubtless, 
among the communications which your Majesty promises us, the 
CiauLers will tind proofs of the efforts you have made to muin- 
tain the peace ofthe world. Ifall these efforts must remain use- 
less, may the calamities of war fall upon those who shall have 
provoked them !—The Chamber of Representatives only waits for 
the documents announced to it, in order to contribute with all its 
power to the measures which the success of so legitimate a war 
will require. It delays pronouncing its resolves only till it 
knows the wants and resources of the state; and while your 
Majesty, Opposing to the most unjust aggression the valour of 
the national armies and the force of your genius, will seck in 
victory only one means of attaining a durable peace, the Chamber 
of R presentatives will deem that it marches towards the same 
ohject, by incessantly labouring on the compact, of which the 
improvement must cement the union of the people and the throne, 
and strengthen, in the eyes of Europe, by ihe amelioration of 

cur institutrons, the guarantee of our engayements.

CHAMBER OF REPRESENTATIVES. 

EXPOSITION OF THE MINISTER OF THE INTERIOR. 

Srrrina or June 14.—The President announced, that Count 
Regnault de St. Jeon D’Angely requested a livaring, to commu- 
nicate to the Chamber the Exposition of the Minister of the Inte- 
rior: it was granted. 

Count Recnausr—Among all the objects of the Emperor's 
solicitude, tlie first, after his soleinn acceptance of the constitu 
tion, lias been to make known to the nation through Yhe mediam 
of its representatives, the true sitnation in which it is pleced. 
Three months have searcely elapsed since his Majesty quitted 
the rock to which circumstances bad for a moment benished him, 
inorder to deliver Praure from the enslaving yoke of a worneout 
dynasty, which managed the resources of our fine country merely 
for the profit of forciyners.—The enthusiasm which served as an 
escort to his’ Majesty from the peried of hisdanding, sufficiently 
proved on what side lay the uational wishes It proves that f 
the deposed Family could ever re-enter France with the aid of 
foreigners, it would soon be expelied anew. “Its prejudices, its 
eugagements with the old privileged casts, arf all tm opposition 
to the liberal ideas in which the existing generation has been 
bred, and which can never retrograde. With the princes of that 
family, we should have seen, as indeed we were menaced with, 
the reappearance of ail the cruel sbsurdities of feadal goveru- 
ment, and the degrading slavery of tie monastic system,.—In the 
menn time, it ts to re-etablish a!! these imetitttions that the 
inv te the foreigner in‘o our fine couutry: but we will never: thd 
abandon 't; we will rally round the bmyperer, the protector of 
liberal ideas, around a Prince who, edgested in the revolution, 
advances with the age in which he lives, and wishes to extend 
the dominion of mind instead of cireumsertbing it. Jnstructed by 
misfortunes, he will see the conqterors uf Austertitz, of ¥ erengo, 
and of Jena, march anew ander the colours whieh so oficn ted 
them to victory, and the event will not be doubtful. However, 
his Majesty ts sincerely desirous of peace; he has done every 
thing 1o preverve it, but without inclining to listen for a momeut 
to humiliating conditions, which would compromise the honour 
and the dearest interests of France. All his efforts, however, 
have been fruitless; already our frontiers are mehoced at all 
points, already hostilities have been commenced without ony 
preliminary declaration of war, and_ there seem# to remain uo 
other resource for the maintenance of our independence but an 
appeal to arina.—If the Egmpetor were lows fortified by the mhe- 
rent s rength of his character, he might fear two rocks, There 
has been talk of@ royalist party deka repub ican party, alike ‘ 
enemics of his goverument..

They foucht 
with that intrepidity for which the nation is distinguished, bu 
they were met with a resolution and iifmness, in-which the Bri- 
tish forces are not outrivalled by any nation. In the course of 
this desperate contest, the Duke performed the duties of military 
officers of all ranks. As a Commander.in Chief, as a General of 
Division, as Colonel of a regiment, he exerted hilnself in eu- 
couraging the troops to maintain their resistance to the reptated 
and desperate attacks of the cnemy. Towards the close of the 
day, Boneparte hintself, at the head of his guards, made a dex- 
perate charge upon the British guards, and the Bryish guards 
instantly overthrew the French, The battle lasted nearly nine 
hours, and at length our troops repulsed these desperate attacks 
by forces infiaitely superior in number. Here then, the battle 
ended, as far as concerned the attacks of the enemy. But the 
Dake of Wellington, with his aceustomed promptitude and deci- 
sion, observing that the retreat of the enemy was attended with 
confusion, he ordered the whole of those of bis troops who had 
not suffered, to move npon the enemy. Tlie troops advanced, 
attackéd the enemy, drove them from the heights, and put them 
completely to the rout. He continued the pursuit till the troops, 
overcome with fatigue, eould proceed no further, and then the 
Prussians were left to follow up the victory. ‘The consequences 
of this victory, as far as he could at present state them, were 
these:—About 5000 prisoners had arrived at Brussels—2000 
were on parole, and more were expected to be brought in; aid 
besides this, a great quantity of ammunition and baggage was 
taken, He was not then speaking of what was accomplished by 
the Proséians during the pursuit, as no regular account of it had 
as yet arrived.. An achievement of such magnitude could not be 
erformed without great loss. It had been wisely orduined by 
Previienss that we should taste neither of joy nor of grief un- 
mixed,and the price at which this victory was gained must teach 
us to check our exultation. But who could recollect without ad- 
miration and sorrow the stern and manly virtue of Sir Thomas 
Picton, the firm and amiable character of Sir H. Ponsonby, or 
the heroie character of the Duke of Brimswick, who, having 
refused to be included in the armistice at Wagram, and traversed — 
hostile Germany with his little band, had at length here tero- 
nated his life in a manner so worthy of ‘his owf conduet and the 
race from whieli he sprung? (Hear, hear!) ‘The Duke of Wel- 
lington himself hed written a private letter to the Earl of Aber- 
been, With intelligence of his brother's death: In dooking at the 
list of the wounded, their Lordships found the name of the breve 
Earl of Uxbridge, who had headed every charge of cavalry him- 
self ( Hear, hear!) ‘They wonkdalso see the name of that gallant 
youth the hereditary Prince of Orengé, ‘who had shed his blood 
in defeace of the Netheclands, and thereby acquired a better title 
te those dominions that mera formalities eould efferd.

What could be more disgusting and revolting to the 
souls of men? What could be more tyranniwal aod abominable ? 
One of the peculiar characters of this mode of pumshment was— 
that it was inflicted, not in open places, and under the public 
eye, but in barrack-rooms, end other obscure situations. What 
could the generous spirtt of en Englishman think of this? There 
was no man at Charing-cross who would dare to. treat an animal 
ns we treated those unfortunate persons.who had braved death 
in the field of battle---(Jicar. )---W hat, then, must be the feelings 
of such men, when they advaiced to the. halberts to receive this 
punishment? He proposed, that no man should receive more 
than 100 lashes, when on foreign service; and no corporal 
punishment at -all, during his residence in this country.

Mr. F. Lewis, as Chairman of the Committee to which +).

CONVICTS IN THE HULKS. 

Mr, Horrorp called the attention of the Llouse to the report 
of the Committee. ‘There was no doubt that those floating pri- 
sons were, in point of expense, more economical than any other.

He also condemned the practise of not readering 
an account to the public of the real value of the convicts’ labour, 
ot of giving them any patt of it for themselves, _Phis wowid ne- 
turally inclipe them to be idle, and it would as naturally incline 
those who had the benetit of their labour to indulge a good work- 
man in offences for which he deserved punishment. 

Sir Samugt. Rooney said, that his objections went, not ouly 
against.the Bill, but agains+the system of punishment altogether.

Major the Hon. H. Percy arrived iate jast night with a Dispatch 
from Field-Marshal the Duke of Wellington, K.G. to Earl 
Bathurst, his Majesty’s Principal Secretary of State for the 
War Department, of which the following is a copy :— 

Waterloo, June 19. 

My Lors,—RBonaparte having collected the Ist, 2d, 3d, 4th, 
and Gth corps of the French army, and the Imperia! Guards, and 
nearly all the cavalry, on the Sambre, and between that river and 
the Meuse, between the 10th and Ith of the month, advanced 
on the 15th and attacked the Prussian posts at Thuin aud Lo- 
bez, on the Sambre, at daylight in the morning. 

I did not hear of these events till the evening of the 15th, and 
I immediately ordered the troops to prepare to march ; and af- 
terwards to march to their left, as soon as I had intelligeuce from 
other quarters to proye that the enemy's movements upon 
Charleroy was the real attack. 

‘The enemy drove the Prussian posts from the Sambre on that 
day; and General Zicten, who commanded the corps which had 
been at Charleroy, retired upon Fleurus; and Marsha! Prince 
Blucher concentrated the Prussian army upon Sombref, holding 
the villages in front of his position of St: Amand and Tigny. 

The enemy continued his march along the road from ee 
towards Bruxclles, and on the same evening, the 15th, attack 
a brigade of the army of the Netherlands, uuder the Prince de 
Weimar, posted at Frasnr, and férced it back to the farm-house 
on the same road, called Les Quatre Bras, 

‘The Prince of Orange immediately reinforced this brigade with 


another of the same division, under Gener , and in 
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the morning carly regained part of the ground which had been 
lost, so as to have the comipan:! of the comuiunication leading 
from Nivetles and Bruxeties with Marshel Hiucher’s positwn. 


In the mean tuhe I had directed the whole army to inerch 
ppon Les Quetre Dras, and the 5up division under i ieat.teneral 
Sir ‘Thomas Picton, arrived at cbodt half post two im the day, 
foliowed by, the corps of troays under the Duke of Brunswick, 
and afte; werds by the contingent of Nabeau. ;

the action was over. ; 

This movement of the Marshal’s rendered necessary 9 Corres- 
ponding oue on my pert; and! retired from the farm of Quatre 

ras upon Genappe, and thence upon the Waterloo the next 
morning, the 17th, at ten o'clock. 

The enemy made no effort to pursue Marshal Bucher. On 
the contraty, # potrole which I sent to Sambref in the mernimy, 
found all quiet, and the enemy's videttes fell back as the patrole 
advanced. Neither did he attempt to molest our march to the 
rear, alihough made i the middle of the dayg excepting by fol- 
lowing, with a large body of cavalry, brought from his rig!rt, 
the cavalry under the Earl of Uxbridae. 

This gave Lord Uxbridge an opportunity of charging them 
with the lat Life Guards, upontheir debouche from the village 
of Genappe; upon which occasion his Lordship has deélared him- 
self to be wel! satisfied with that regumcut. é 

The position which L took up in front of Waterloo, crossed the 
high roads from Charleroy and Niveile, and had its right thrown 
back to a ravine near Merke Braine, which was occapied, aud 
its lefi extended to a height above the hamlet Ter la Uaye, 
which was likewise occupied. In front of the right centre and 
near the Nivelle road, we occupied the fiouse and garden of 
Hougoumont, which covered the return of that flaik: and in 
front of the left centre, we oceupied the farm of La Haye Sainte. 
By our left we communicated with Marsha! Prince Blacher, at 
Kavre, through Ohaim; ain! the Marshal had promised me, that 
in case weshould be attacked, he would support me with one or 
more corps, as micht be necesw cy. 

The enemy collected his army, with the exception of the third 
corps, which had been seat to olwerve Marshal Blucher, ona 
range of heights iuour front, tn the course of the night of the 
i7th and yesterday morning; and at about ten o’clegk he com- 
menced a furious attack upou our post at Tloggoument.

I should net do justice to my feelings, or to Marshal Blucher 
and the Prussian army, if f did not attribute the successful result 
of this arduous day to the cord ai and timely assistance | received 
from them. 

The operation of General Bulow, upon the enemy's flank, was 
> most decisive one; and even if I had not found myself in a si- 
taation to wake the attack, which produced the final resnit, it 
would have forced the enemy to retire, if his attacks should have 
filed, and would have prevented him trom taking advantage of 
them, if they should’ unfortunately have succeeded.

The chief loss of our cavalry, it is said, arose from the 

different mode of arming thein from the enemy. The 
cuirassiers, whose bodies aré protecthd by armour, and 
the lancers,- whose arms are 30 much more powerful than 
the sabre, possessed from these circumsiances great advan- 
tage.

Betore the late battles, the Duke of Wettweron’s 
army is said to have amounted to 94,500 men, of which 
about 40,000 were British. 

Ministers have received letters from Brussels by an Of- 
ficer who arrived from the Earl of Uxsaincr. He states 
that the Noble Earl bore the amputation of his leg with 
the greatest fortitude, and desired the surgeon not to hesi- 
tate, if he thouelt it was necessary. [1 is said that a great 
part of the thigh was obliged to be takea with it. 

All the Duke of Weittvaton’s Aides-de-Camp were 
either killed or wounded, except Major Percy, who was 
assisting his wounded comrades at the time he was called 
upon to set off for England with the Dispatches, and left 
immediately, with only the clothes he had on at the time. 

Sir W. Powsoxsy's death is attributed to his being 
badly mounted; not having expected to engage before the 
next day. He was found in a newly ploughed field, with 
three stabs from a lance in the breast ; and his horse stand- 
ing beside the body, quite exhausted. The impetuosity 
of his men had hurried them tog far in their prosecution 
of 4 successful charge. 

very hour new accounts of our killed and wounded 
are brought in, and the namber swells to an uaprecedented 
amount. [tis believed that no fewer than 400 officers 
were killed end wounded im this dreadful conftict. 

Nothior, we are told, was ever seen nore brilliant or 
more murderous than the charge of the Life Guards on the 
Imperial Guards of France.

In the march, 
owing either to their own superior quickness, or to the 
want of ardour in the Belgians, the latter were left behind - 
and in a field of high standing corn, a column of Frenc); 
Laneers advanced upon them.—Colonel Macara ordered 
the regiinent to fourm a square, in doing whieh two von:- 
panies were left out, or were rather in the act of falling in 
when they were pierced by the Lancers, and in one mo- 
ment overwhelmed, and literally annihilated. The Lancers 
then attacked the square, and repeated the charge severi! 
times. One half of them were also mowed down, to- 
gether with the brave Colonel; upon which Lieutenant- 
Colonel Dtcx took the command, though wounded by a 
musket ball; he succeeded in rallying and forming then 
into a diminished square, and thus presented an undaunt- 
ed resistance to the enemy. ‘The Lieutenant-Colonel was 
at length, from the loss of blood, carried from the field, 
but the gallant remnant of thé men succeeded in puttine 
the Lancers to flight. 

Many of the British Officers present in the affair of the 
16th, declared that they never witnessed more severe 
fighting in the Peninsula than that which took place on 
the plains of Fleurus and its vicinity. What made the 
fate of the 79th and 42d regiments so severe was their 
having been taken by surprise by a strong foree of cuiras- 
siers, who lay in ambush for them in a road, the sight of 
which was completely intercepted by fields-of corn im- 
mensely high. With such fury was the 79th regr. attacked, 
that most of them were cut to pieces, and the whole were 
in danger of being destroyed, bat for the coming up of the 
brave 42d. This latter regiment forined itself into a square, 
and five times they were broken. On the sixth attack 
they formed the plan of opening a passage to the eneiny ; 
on the moment he effected it they changed their po- 
sition, and so hemmed in the cuirassjers, that not a 
single man was suffered to escape: thus was the destruc- 
tion of one of Bonaranrre’s finest reziments completed. 
Colonel Cameron, says our informant, was killed at the 
head of the gallant 42d. Next day, Saturday, when the 
7%h was mustered, the men amounted to no more than 
54, and two officers. A few wore were, however, ex- 
pected to be broughtin. General Pictoy’s division did 
wonders; and the gallant General Inmself fought at the 
lead of it mm a manner to astonish the greatest veterans. 
The Duke of Weitixeron exposed himself as usual to 
imminent danger; the bullets, says our informant, were 
whizzing about him in every direction.— Times.

MONRO v. DE CHEMANT. 
This was en aetion to recover 20/. being the value of coals de- 
livered to the wif of the de‘endaut.—On the part of the plaiu- 
tiff it was stated, that Mr. De Chemont ix & dentist, residing in 
Vrithtreet, ond having got rid of his wifv, that lady opened a 
boarding and lodging-house on Lisson Green, Paddington, and to 
her the coals, which formed the swbjeet of the present action, 
were delivere’l.—The delivery of the coals was proved by the 
servants of the plaintiff; after which, several witnesses were 
called td prove that the Lady was the wife of the defendant. 
Krom the testimony of these persons it appeared, that the de- 
fendent. for the last two and twenty years, bat Introduced this 
lady fe his friends as his wife; thaton same dowbt having been 
expressed, as to the matrimonial ceremony’ hating been per- 
formed, he said, that he had been marricd to her in Paris, in 
February, 1793; and that on éne occasion, when he was of 
fended with her, he was heardoto say-— he wished he had 
broken bis leg the day he married, as hie leg might have been 
cured, hut the other was a diseare which could not be got rid 
of.’—On the part of the defendant it was urgéd, that no mar- 
riage had taken place; that she hed, in fact, lived with him as 
Nix chere amie, and thet het real hame was Madame Denys. It 
further appeared, that since the defendant's seperation from this 
Indy, he had Married ayourg lady, nifcteen yearwof age, named 
Mortimer, with whom he now hwed, and his marriage with 
whom he bad advertised in the most public manner,—Under all 
the circumstances, however, the Jury found a verdict for the 
plaintiff—Damuges, 201.
